Normal speeds 
often are too fast for winter conditions. When weath­ 
er's bad. slow down. 
2. Have good tires — preferably snow tires — and for 
more severe conditions, use reinforced Tire chains. 
3. Keep windshield and windows clear, and wiper 
blades, heater and defroster in proper operating con­ 
dition. 
4. Get the feel of the road as soon a.'* you start out

trying your brakes or gently pressing your accelerator, 
you can learn how slippery the road surface is.

Should some litigants, parti­ 
cularly individual employees, be 
unable to afford the costs of 
handling their own cases, such 
litigants should have the right 
to have their local United States 
attorney present the case for 
them without cost. 
Under present law. orders of 
the NLRB are not self-enforcing. 
Court of Appeals must be peti­ 
tioned by the Board for enforce­ 
ment. With cases tried in dis­ 
trict courts, court orders would, 
of course, be automatically self- 
enforcing, with the regular ap­ 
pellate procedure available to 
ail litigants.
